to impose restrictions on alienation of plantations in the State of Kerala and 

for matters incidental thereto . 

Preamble.- WHEREAS the question of nationalisation of plantations in the 
State of Kerala is under the consideration of the Government; 

AND WHEREAS owners of plantations indiscriminately alienating the 
plantations owned by them ; 

AND WHEREAS it is considered that such alienationswill defeat the object 
of nationalisation of plantations; 

AND WHEREAS in many cases alienation of parts of plantations will have 
the effect of making the Plantations Labour Act, 1951, inapplicable either to 
the part transferred or to the part retained ; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to restrict alienation of plantations pending 
nationalisation thereof; 

Be it enacted in the Twenty- fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title , extent, commencement, duration and application .-- (1). This 
Act may be called the Kerala Plantations (Restriction on Alienation ) Act, 
1974 , 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

(3 ) It shall come into force at once and shall cease to have effect 
on the 1st day of January, 1976 . 

(4) It applies to any plantation which admeasures 5.06 hectares 
or more 

2. Definitions --In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) alienation " means sale, mortgage lease, exchange, gift or 
partition ; 

(b ) " owner" , in relation to a plantation , includes a mortgagee , lessee 
or other person having the right of possession and enjoyment of the 
plantation ; 
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(c ) " plantation " means any land used by a person principally for the 
cultivation of tea , coffee, cocoa, rubber, cardamom or cinnamon (hereinafter 
in this clause referred to as plantation crops ) and includes 

(i) land used by the said person for any purpose ancillary to the 

cultivation of planta ion crops or for the preparation of the 

same for the market; 
(ii) agricultural lands interspersed within the boundaries of the area 

cultivated by the said person with plantation crops, not exceed 
iog such extent as may be determined by the Government as 
necessary for the protection and efficientmanagement of such 

cultivation . 
Explanation.- Lands used for the construction of office buildings, 

.godowns, factories, quarters for workmen , hospitals , schools and 
playgrounds shall be deemed to be lands used for the purposes of 

sub -clause (i) . 
( d) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act, 
3. Restriction on alienation of plantations.- ( 1) No owner of a plantation to 
which this Act applies shall , without the sanction of the Goverment, 
alienate the whole or any part of that plantation . 

(2) Any alienation made in contravention of sub section (1) shall be 
null and void . 

4. Application for sanction .--- ( 1) An application to the GovernmeAt for 
sanction under sub section (1) of section 3 shall be in such form and shall 
contain such particulars as may be prescribed . 

(2) As soon as may be after the receipt of an application referred t in 
sub-section (1), the Government may make such inquiries as they deem . fit . 
and , after giving the applicant an opportunity of being heard , by order, 
either grant sanction or reject the application . 

(3 ) An ordes passed by the Government under sub section (2 ) shall be 
final and sliall not be called in question in any curt. 

5 . Penalties. - Whoever contravencs the provisions of sub section (1) of 
section 3 shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend . 
to two years, or with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees, or with 
both , 

6. Sanction for prosecution.-No prosecution shall be instituted against any 
person under sectio : 5 without the previous sarction of the Government or 
such officer or authority as may be authorised by the Government by order 
in writing in this behalf. 

7. Certain alienations to be null and void. - Notwithstanding anything.coi 
tained in any law for the time being in force, or in any contract, any aliena 
tion of a plantatičn admeasuring 5.06 hectares or more or part ofsuch a 


. 
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plantation , effected , on or after the date of publication of the Kerala 
Plantations (Restriction on Alienation ) Bill , 1974 , in the Gazette , and before 
the commencement of this Act, shall be deemed to be an alienation 
calculated to defeat the provisions of this Act and shall benull and void . 

8. Power to make rules.- ( 1) The Government may , by notification in the 
Gazette, make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act, 

(2 ) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be 
after it is made , before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for a 
total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or in 
two successive sessions and if, before the expiry of the session in which it is 
so laid or the session immediately following , the Legislative Assembly makes 
any modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be made, 
the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
effect, as the case may be ; so however that any such modification or annul 
ment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done 
under that rule. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Of late there has been a tendency to parcel out plantations into small 
plots and sell them . The plantations thereby go out of the purview of the 
Plantations Labour Act, 1951 and the labourers stand o lose. The labourers 
of such plantations have been repeatedly clamouring against fragmentation 
and sale of plantations It is considered that this growing tendency on the 
part of plantation owners should be checked . 

2. The question of nationalisation of plantations is under the considera 
tion of the Government. The owners of plantations are also indiscriminately 
alienating the plantations owned by them in order to defeat the object of 
nationalisation . Government are convinced that nationalisation of planta 
tions will not have the desired effect unle :s such alienations are restricted . 

3. It is therefore proposed to restrict the alienation of plantations pend 
ing nationalisation thereof. The Bill seeks to achieve this object. 


EINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill if enacted and brought into operation would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State . 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause ? (c) of the Bill seeks to define plantation as to include 
agricultural lands interspersed within the boundaries of the area cultivated 
with plantation crops, not exceeding such extent as may be determined by 
the Government as necessary for the protection and efficient management 
of such cultivation . Sub -clause ( 1) of clause 4 seeks to provide that an 
application to the Government for santtion shall be in such form and shall 
contain such particulars as may be prescribed . According to clavise 6 , no 
prosecution shall be in tituted against any person without the previous 
sanction of the Government or such officer or authority as may be authorised 
by the Government by order in writing in this behalf. Clause 8 seeks to 
empower the Government to make rules for carrying out the purposes of the 
legislation . 

2. The above are matters of detail or of an administrative nature. The 
delegation of legislative power is thus of a normal character.

Be it enacted in the Twenty -fifth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
General Sales Tax ( Second Amendment) Act, 1974 . 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April , 1974 .

Amendment of Section 5.-- In section 5 of the Kerala General Sales

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Finance Minister , in his Budget Speech on the 15th March , 1974 , 
announced among other things that the rate of general sales tax would be
